To Railroad 


Mill Valley will pay the North­ 
western Pacific railroad $12,185 for 
Its freight shed and property on 
Miller avenue, it was decided this 
morning b e f o r e Superior Judge 
Thomas Keating. 
Through its attorney, Thomas 
Nelson, Mill Valley and the railroad 
stipulated to that price for the 
property which the city plans to use 
to straighten Miller avenue and 
provide a parking lot for commuters.

A lorig wafer shortage for the Novato area 
appeared nearing an end today. 


Novato Creek dam has ¡ust been completed, 
Paul Grimes, manager of North Marin County 
Water District announced today. "Sunnifing has 
been finished and all we have to do now is pray 
for rain," Grimes said. 


The dam, located on Novalo-Hicks Valley 
road, near Novato, will hold around 4,500 acre 
feet of water and was the main project made pos­ 
sible by a $ 1,500,000 bond issue, it is 77 feet nigh 
and 600 feeT long and will serve Novato, Black 
Point and Raphael Village at Ignacio. 


An 18-inch water main will carry water from 
the damsite and the 2,100,000-gallon reservoirs. 
A 12-inch máin will soon be installed to carry 
water to Ignacio. 


A t a board meeting Tuesday evening Harold 
Reed, attorney for the district, turned over a 
policy of title to the Agatha Ryan property which 
was condemned for the dam. The 640-acre pbt 
was bought for $155,000.

Anton Smole, correspondent 
for the Yugoilav news agency, Tan- 
^ug. said he had been a close friend 
of Adamio sinct 1947. 
Smola, In San Francisco for the 
Japanese peace conference, told the 
Associated Press: 
"Mr. Adamle's life was threatened 
tour times, twice by an American 
oonnaeted with Oomlnform agents 
' operating In the United States." 
The Oomlnform (Oommuntet Infor­ 
mation bureau) is a Russian pro­ 
paganda agency. 
Smole said he last taw the 93 
pear-old writer in Juna to New 
York. Adimie toM him; 
The thraata began to 1940 when 
he returned from Yugoilavto with 
material for an anti-Sovfel. pro-Tito 
book. 
Adamle said he was beaten and 
kicked unconscious one night last 
Bfarch near Los Angeles. He blamed 
parsons determined to see the book 
was not written. 
Rt said the book would be pub­ 
lished at the end of 1991. (Adamie*s 
lecrttafy. Mrs. Xthel Sharp, said 
he had written all but out chapter 
of the book, "The Eagle and the 
Rock." the manuscript was missing)

"Rls wife was away," Smole said

Dangerous Polio 
Aftermath, Report 
COPINHAOBN (gn-For at least 
ten years after polio, every patien|, 
particularly children, should be ex­ 
amined for curvature of the spine. 
The exams should come twice a 
year. This warning was given to the 
second International Poliomyelitis 
Conference today by two American 
doctors, Robert L. Bmmett of the 
Georgia Warm Springs Foundation 
and John R. Cobb of New York. 
Sptoal curvature, they said, is 
slow and insidious. It may fiot show 
for a long time but it can endanger 
life.

The curvature can be correcttd by 
stiTficil operations which fuse the 
vertabrae. There are other treat- 
mants which correct many cases. 
But Dr. Cobb said it is not uncom­ 
mon to see polio patients whoee 
sptoal curvatures have gone unno­ 
ticed or neglected whEe they were 
being regularly examined for arms 
and leg delormities.

Precaution For 
Blood Donors 
By HEBBfAN N. BÜNDESEN, M. B. 
War and the threat of war wU 
undoubtedly result ,in more and 
more calls upon citizens to give 
blood. Such generosity saved un­ 
counted thousands of lives during 
World War n and the morfe recen 
struggle in Korea. Thus, this .is 
one way in which the average man 
can make a worth-while oontribu- 
tion to .the nation's defense. 
Nevertheless, we sliould all real­ 
ize that there is a limit, to what 
one individual can do in this way. 
In other-words, there is such a thing 
as living blood too often. 
Donors who repeat too frequently 
run the risk of developing severe 
anemia, together with such symtoms 
as weakness, shortness of breath, 
dizziness, and fainting. The amount 
of work accomplished by those hav­ 
ing this form of anemia may be 
greatly diminished. The individual 
may. appear tired or sleepy. 
Many of these patients neglect to 
tell the doctor that they have been 
giving repeated donations of blood, 
hus makii^ it difficult for the phy­ 
sician to make a diagnosis as to 
he cause of the anemia. 
m those blood donor anemia cases 
which have been studied. It was 
bund that the giving of Iron In the 
brm of fenous sulfate rapidly in­ 
creased the red blood count. Eleven 
persons with this type of anemia 
ere studied and it was found that 
all Improved rapidly with this form 
treatment. However, it was also 
bund that the red blood count in­ 
creased to a greater degree when 
they consumed a high protein diet 
along with the ferrous sulfate. 
A synthetic protein substance was 
ven by mouth in addition to the 
ligh protein diet. The protein diet 
was of no help if the ferrous sul- 
ate was not given with It.

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Dípsea Race Deserves More 
Support From Marinites 
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MATTER OF FACT 


Lait week wai held the 4lit niimiiif ol the 
tnnutl Dipiea Race, a tortuous marathon from 
Mill Valley across the hills and valleys to 
Stinson Beach. 
It causes little eadtement in Marin although 
it Is one of the country’s oldest athletic events. 
At the start in Lytton Square only about 100 
spectatm stood around to watch. Most of 
these were passersby who just stopped by when 
they saw something going on. 
On the Stinson Beach end the crowd was 
larger, totaling two or three hundred. Most 
of them had come to see the finish. They dii- 
played, as is always the case in this race, some 
of the finest spoftsmanship to be found any 
where. 
Instead of growing smaller as the 45 entries 
finished one by one, the c r o w d inaeased 
slightly. There was a round of applause as the 
winner finished. 
But the applause did not 
diminish as the others came in. 
Each 


runner was given an ovation, the neat to last 
got just as much as the winner. The last runner 
got the most of all; she was the only woman 
in the race. All of the crowd suycd to see her 
finish more than an hour and a half after she 
left Mill Valley on the seven mile course.

WASmNOTON—There seems to 
have been-more than met the eye 
.in President Truman’s kttack on 
Sen. McCarthy before the Ameri­ 
can Legion, which has now be« 
followed by a similar speech by 
Secretary of Labor Mauiice Tbbin 
before the Veterans of Fortiin 
Wars. 
In brief, the signs are accumu­ 
lating that with the election com­ 
ing on, the pugnacious president 
has decided to accept battle with 
the republicans on their own chos­ 
en ground. They want to make the 
big issue “Communism in Govern­ 
ment.” Truman has now got angry 
enough to choose as hiS own issue 
“McCarthyism and what It is do­ 
ing to American political stand- 
.trdi.” Another hint that this Is the 
way things are going was Vice- 
President 
Alben 
W. 
Barkley’s 
strong defense of Secretary of 
State Dean O. Acheson and sharp 
attack on Acheson’s attackers be­ 
fore the mid-west democratic rally 
at French lick. 


THIS DECISION OF the presi­ 
dent’s can mean a lot more than 
the mere intention to “hit back” 
at McCarthy, which has already 
been widely reported. 
T o t one 
thing, it can largely shape the 
course of the debate in the on­ 
coming presidential campaign. It 
seems ode? and tragic that McCar- 
thyism-Communism should appear 
to he becoming a main campaign 
topic, in a time when the political 
decisions of the American people 
will make the difference between 
this nation’s destructioii or sur­ 
vival. There are much larger sub­ 
jects to talk about, if we only had 
larger men to take about them. Yet 
in view of the progressive debase­ 
ment of American politicsl life 
that McCarthyism symbolises, Oie 
president’s decision Is entirely un­ 
derstandable and decidedly admir­ 
able. 
There is also another thing that 
this presidential decision must 
mean, if the wiseacres interpret the 
somewhat mysterious White House 
climate correctly. Earlier in the 
summer, the president seemed to 
have been worn down by the re­ 
peated pleas of almost every other 
democratic leader, and to be pre­ 
paring to allow Secreti|^ of State 
Acheson to lay down his office. As 
earlier reported in this space, the 
evidence then indicated that Ache­ 
son would resign at the first op­ 
portune moment, after a Korean 
cease-fire or some other similar 
event that allowed him to depart 
in honorable circumstances. 


NOW. HOWEVER IF the.reports 
from the White House are correct, 
and the president genuinely in­ 
tends to make McCarthyism a 
main campaign issue, the odds on 
Acheson’s future are thereby re­ 
versed. Acheson can hardly be per­ 


mitted to go if one of ths great 
combats of the campaign Is to bs 
conducted, as it were, across Ids 
body. 
In coogrsss. meanwhllt, ifat ef­ 
fects of this new trend of Whito 
House strategy are elready clearly 
apparent Some months ^ago^ the 
chairman of the senate feiretin re- 
lations committee, Ben. Tom Con- 
naHy of Texas, warned the presi­ 
dent that he could not be re-elect­ 
ed with “Acheson hanging *round 
his neck.” The senator waited to 
see the results of this warning, 
like so many others delivered by 
the leaders on the Hill. Since noth­ 
ing has happened, he has now 
moved to disassociate himself from 
Acheson in the most marked man­ 
ner, by taking what comes close 
to a republican isolation stand on 
the CTOcial toreign aid bill. 


THE UNSEEN EFFECTS of the 
secretary of state remaining in 
office have been perhaps even 
more important; for the resulting 
character of the relatlon^iip with 
congress has levied a sort of black­ 
mail on our policy. Hence certain 
crucial problems, like that of 
Yugoslavia, have been tackled very 
gingerly. And other problems, per­ 
haps even more important, like the 
obvious-dtnger of another vast 
economic crisis In Britain, have not 
been tackled at all. 
It is better not to think about 
the results that can be produced 
by this hidden blackmail and the 
anti-Acheson> mood in congress in 
the next session, which will be 
sitting in the time of utmost dan­ 
ger to the western world. The Sov­ 
iets will be strongly tempted to­ 
ward new aggressions in order to 
get in first, before Western rearm­ 
ament becomes a hard reality. We 
ahill be blinded to external -dan­ 
gers by personal and domestic 
quarrels, and by the rising pas- 
aions of the campaign. Altogether, 
among the terrible risks that 'aze 
f oing to have to be run in the next 
fourteen months, the worst Is prob­ 
ably this risk of an American polit­ 
ical failure which will bring the 
Western alliance down in ruins.

Open Letter From 
Labor Council

Your open letter to us on the 
editorial page of August 18 was 
welcome assurance of your desire 
to co-operate in the solution of 
mutual problems. 
Your reference to building ordi­ 
nances Immediately points up the 
fact that many local building ordi­ 
nances are obsolete, In whole or in 
part. It is obvious that the revision 
snd enforcement of these regula­ 
tions would be simpler and more 
satisfactory if they could be uni­ 
form thruout the county. While it 
may be premature to discuss con­ 
solidation of municipalities within 
the county, certainly the public 
would be more efficiently and sat­ 
isfactorily served if the building 
inspection service were conducted 
by one agency under one set of 
regulations throughout the county. 
Evidence of the Interest of this 
Council in the economic and gen­ 
eral welfare of the county is per­ 
haps best presented by the little 
booklet, cdpy of which is enclosed, 
entitled “Your Marin—Today—To­ 
morrow.” This booklet, prepared 
and published Jointly by the Cen­ 
tral Labor Council and the Build­ 
ing and Construction Trades Coun­ 
cil, at the close of World War II, 
contains definite and concrete rec­ 
ommendations for the proper up- 
btiiiding of the County. • 
Some of the objectives outlined 
therein have been fully or partially 
realized, as witness the new Dis­ 
trict Hospital, and steps so far 
taken toward construction of a 
North Bay bridge and provision of 
an adequate public transportation 
system. 
With reference to the last mat­ 
ter, it is gratifying to the writer 
to see that our County Board of 
Supervisors are taking the neces­ 
sary steps to include Marin county 
to plans for a Bay Area transpor­ 
tation system. Representatives of 
this Council spent considerable 
time and effort to meetings with 
rei^esentatives from other Bay 
Area communities to planning and 
preparing the enabling legislation 
for a Bay Area Rapid Transit Au­ 
thority, and to making certain that 
Marin county would be specifically 
included to such legislation . 
It is a source of satisfaction to 
the representatives of organized 
labor to observe an increasingly 
progressive policy on the part of 
our Board of Supervisors. It is our 
belief that through open-minded 
discussion and exposition through 


the pages of the Independent- 
Joumal of county problems, much 
good can be accomplished. Be.as­ 
sured of the active interest and 
oo-opermtioii of organized labor.

As Autumn Season Begins 


By The Associated Press 
Retail prices of top grade eggs 
continued to edge higher but other­ 
wise the first week of autumn 
brought few general price changes 
in food stores. 
Meat market sources reported a 
mild upswing in demand for better 
quality cuts of beef and veal. They 
said cooler weather In many areas 
probably whetted consumer appe­ 
tites for meat. However, this pickup 
was not immediately reflected in 
higher prices, even pn thse items 
still below ceilings. 
Changes in prices of fresh fruits 
and vegetables were about equally 
divided between advances and de­ 
clines, and few were changed enough 
to make much difference to the 
family’s food budget. 
Large top grade eggs were up two 
to four cents a dozen, following the 
normal seasonal pattern as produc­ 
tion of bigger eggs by aging hens 


declines. Pullet eggs are becoming 
more plentiful and their prices have 
advanced less. 
Lamb and mutton at the whole­ 
sale level rose $2 a hundred pounds, 
as authorized by the office of price 
stabilization. Retail ceiling adjust­ 
ments as a result of this wholesale 
markup are expected to be issued 
in about two weeks. 
Dollars-and-cents ceilings on pork 
cuts at wholesale are due by the 
end of this week and these also wiU 
be followed by a regulation covering 
retail prices of pork chops, hams 
and the like. 
Lam.b Is scarce and has been ever 
since the end of World War II. Pork 
on the other hand, is relatively 
plentiful and its price in the live 
market is declining seasonally. Pork 
supplies are expected to amount to 
an average of 74 pounds per capita 
this year—up five pounds from last 
year. 


’ Chickens and turkeys also are 
abundant. Broilers and fryers are 
featured this week by the agricul­ 
ture department as most-plentiful 
foods for thrifty buying.

4.8 cents on the dollar. In 1950, these 
same manufacturers averaged a net 
return of 3 cents, he said. 
“The average net profit on sales 
for retail food distributors Is some­ 
where between one and two cents 
and this also is a decline from other 
years," Wills said.

More than 1700 pupils, acconKing 
to F. Ewing Bone, director of In­ 
struction for the 
schools, have 
enrolled. Total enrollment last year 
was 1.482. 
Largest Increase Is expected in the 
district’s kindergartens. 
Ten sec­ 
tions of kindergarten will be pro­ 
vided as contrasted with six last 
year. Pre-registration figures indi­ 
cate a total kindergarten enrollment 
of almost 300. 
MORE FRESHMEN E:y*ECTED 
Freshmen enrolled in high school 
add up to 180 so far with more ex­ 
pected to sign in opening day. The 
figure is the highest in the history 
of the school. 
With the opening of the new San- 
U Venetia school a total of seven 
elementary schools will be in opera­ 
tion in the San Rafael distrtct. The 
Santa Venetia school is located on 
a ten-acre tract on San Pedro road 
near Roosevelt avenue. It will In­ 
clude kindergarten through sixth 
grade and is expected to house be­ 
tween 250 and 300 children. 
The Santa Venetia school plant 
is composed of nine classrooms, a 
kindergarten, a multi-purpose 
and an administrative unit. Com­ 
pletely functional in design, the 


building features radiant heating 
throughout, accoustical tile ceilings, 
a^halt tile fioors and excellent nat­ 
ural and artificial lighting.

MacArthur Speaks By 
Radio From Cleveland 


CLEVELAND (>1V-General Doug­ 
las MacArthur lakes the public plat­ 
form tonight^ at a ttae when the 
Japanese peace treaty conference is 
In full swing in San Francisco. 
Although the general gave no in­ 
dication of his subject matter for 
tonight, there was speculation that 
the speech would contain references 
to the Japanese and the Par Pacific 
Before President Truman strip­ 
ped him of his commands in the 
Far East on charges of failing to 
follow orders, the 7i-year-old gen­ 
try headed not only the Allied 
fofoii in Korea, but the occupation 
of Japan as well. 
Re was not Invited to the con­ 
ference In San Francisoo.' But in 
opening the 
conference Tuesday 
night, the President referred to the 


^'outstanding leadership of Qeneral 
Douglas MacArthur and his succes­ 
sor Genera] Matttiew Ridgway." 
In his latest major address in 
Boston six weeks ago, MacArthur 
lashed out vigorously at both the 
foreign and domestic policies of the 
administration. 
The result of the war in Korea, 
,he said, has been indecisive, and 
as for American foreign policy, “the 
sorry truth. • is that we have no 
policy.” 
He was equally critical of govern­ 
ment spending and financial aid to 
foreign nations. 
His trip here was the result of 
an incident four years ago. ^ An 
Invitation signed by 70 organizations 
and businesses reached him in Tok­ 
yo, and he promised some day to 
visit Cleveland.

ImpUcit 
in the terse statement 
was an Indication that research has 
progressed 
to the point where a 
plane can 
be built with a range 
probably limited only by humgn en­ 
durance and speeds that can only 
be guessed at. 
Only about 
two weeks ago the 
Navy made ^ similar momentous 
announcement. It said it had let a 
contract for the hull of the first 
nuclear powered submarine. 
The Air Force contract with the 
Onsolidated 
Voltee 
Corporation 
gives that company primary respon­ 
sibility for what engineers call an 
alrframe—the shell, of a plane with­ 
out engines or instruments. 
The Air Force already has a con­ 
tract with the General Electric com- 
uany—announced last Pebruaf y—ior 
development of an atomic engine for 


aircraft. 
And the Atomic Energy 
Commission (AEC) said in March 
it had awarded a contract to G. E. 
for “associated propulsion devices.” 
There was little public specula­ 
tion in official sources about how 
soon an atomic-powered plane might 
be perfected. The best guess was 
thát It would be somewhat longer 
than the two to three years which 
officials have estimated may be re­ 
quired to complete a nuclear power­ 
ed submarine. 
Power plants for both have their 
heart in an atomic reactor—a mas­ 
sive device which permits the slow, 
controlled release of atomic energy 
In the form of heat and radiation. 
This heat probably would be con­ 
verted into propulsive power for a 
plane by gas or mercury vapor tur­ 
bines. Some turbine engines also 
use the super-heated gas as a Jet 
after it has passed through the tur­ 
bine, to give the engine additional 
forward thrust. 
The heat produced by a small 


quantity of uranium-235 is tremen­ 
dous. 
Scientists 
have' estimated 
that a pound of uraninium-235 
would provide the same energy as 
6.000.000 gallons of gasoline.

California nimrods who are find-

Ing it difficult to get within range 
of a deer will be all the more un­ 
happy after a recent announcement 
by the State Division of Fish and 
game. 
Division authorities say hundreds 
of deer in central Coast Range 
counties art dying with hoof-rot 
• disease instead going down before 
hunters* guns. 
Many hunters who have found it 
dlfftcult to find deer to shoot will 
find it hard to believe, but game 
managers blame the epidemic that 
Is taking such a heavy toll on over­ 
population. Also contributing are 
poor range and water conditions. 
The outbreak was first discovered 
among the deer of Priest Valley hi 
Monterey county, where it is esti­ 
mated that ths kill is already great­ 
er than the annual average bag by 
hunters. It is also feared that the 
die-off will reach epidemic propor­ 
tions in Fresno, San Benito and San 
Lula Obiapo counties. 
The hoof-rot disease lies dormant 
awaiting conditions of over-crowded 
range and depleted forage to take 
heavy toll of deer populations. 
A warning to ranchers—the di­ 
sease also strikes domestic livestock: 
• • • 
There Is good word from the Fed­ 
eral Fish and Wildlife service for 
California hunters who have long 
been asking for more liberal duck 
shooting regulations. 
Pacific flyi^ay gunners didn't get 
the larger bag limit that was wanted 
by many—but they will get a longer 
season to shoot 
For the Pacific flyway the season 
has been lengthened to 60 dtys or 
a split season of 24 days each. This 
la a boost of five days. However, 
*bag and posswsion limits for ducks 
remain unchanged and those for 
geeae are only slightly altered. 
The California waterfoul season 
will open October 26th and last im- 
tU December 24th. The exception is 
that the season will be November 
seventh to January filth in parts 
of San Bernardino. Riverside and 
Imperial counties east of UB. High­ 
way 96 from the Nevada line south 
of Blythe and east of the paved anii 
graded road extending from Blythe 
to Ripley, Palo Verde and Ogilby 
south to its intersectioh with UB. 
Highway 60, then east to Yuma. 
The daily bag and possession 
limit for ducks remains at six. The 
six-goose limit this year has been 
altered to permit the taking of three 
brant If no Canada or white fronted 
geeae are taken. 
The same daily shooting hours for 
ducks, geese, brant and coot re­ 
mains the same. That is from one- 
half hour before sunrise to one hour 
before sunset. On opening day, in­ 
cluding the first day of the split 
seasons, waterfowl and coot may 
not be hunted before noon. 
Pish and Wildlife DirectcMr Albert 
M. Day says the longer shooting 
season was made possible by a 
bumper crop of birds produced dur­ 
ing the summer nesting season on 
northern breeding grounds. Day says 
he hopes the longer seasons win 
**give gunners In every section of 
the country good opportunities for 
shooting, regardless of unpredictable 
weather conditions.”

Drug Promised 


To Prevent 


Polio 'Growth' 


COPENHAGEN, (/P>—Promise of a 
dfug to conquer infantile paralysis 
by preventing the growth of polio 
virus in your nerve cells has been 
announced. 
The report was made at the open­ 
ing session of the aecfmd intema- 
tkxml poliomyditls conference. The 
five-day meeting, attended by some 
500 doctors and researchers from 
scores of nations, is sponsored by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis of New York and the Dan­ 
ish National Assodation for Infan­ 
tile Paralysis. 
The report showed that it is pos­ 
sible to get drugs to penetrate the 
nerve cells to attack the polio virus. 
AH medicines thus far have failed 
because the poUo virus that causes 
the disease inside the nerve cells, 
multiples and destroys the nerves. 
Up until now doctors have not 
known of a drug that could get In 
to work on the virus. 
Buccesi in finding a drug that can 
penetrate the nerve cells appears to 
be half the battle. The other half 
Is to find such a drug for polio and 
that has not been done yet. 
The experiments showing the pos­ 
sibility were done at the Rockefeller 
Institute of Medical Research in 
New York, and at the California In­ 
stitute of Technology and in Aus­ 
tralia. 
But polio virus has not yet been 
Isolated and this work was done by 
using five other viruses as guinea 
pigs for the tests. 
At Rockefeller Institute the guinea 
pig viruses were mumps, pneumonia 
of mice, and flu. They were used on 
animals. The drug which destroyed 
them by getting inside the cells is 
sugar extracted from one of the 
pneumonia germs 
klebsielle pneu­ 
moniae. Dr. Frank L. Horsfall, Jr., 
reported this work. A remarkable 
fact was that the sugar had no 
effect on these vlnises in test tubes; 
but in living tissues It penetrated 
cells.

Body 
May 
Breakdown 
Be A Cause

NEW YORK, 01.1?)—A breakdown 
in the “police fOTce” of the body was 
offered today as a clue In the cause 
of cancer. 
Should the “police force” be re­ 
stored its proper function, medica 
science could eliminate the cause of 
a disease that kills about 185,(XK) 
Americans each year. 
The new evidence was presented 
by Dr. Francis Binkley of the Uni­ 
versity of Utah College of Medicine 
at the Diamond Jubilee meeting of 
the American Medical society, which 
has opened with some 18,(KX) chem­ 
ists from the United States and 42 
foreign countries attending. 
Binkley’s “police force” is com­ 
posed of substances in the body 
known as enzymes. They have been 
described as chemical policemen 
whose Job it* is to keep the body 
f u n c t i o n i n g normally. However, 
Binkley reported evidence that en­ 
zymes can be altered genetically, and 
that as a result they no longer fuhc- 
tlon properly and cause body cells 
to go on a rampage, multiply too 
rapidly and produce cancers. 
As an example. Binkley reported 
that X-ray action can make a good 
enzyme behave differently in dealing 
with a substance known as metho- 
nlne. It is an amino acid, one of the 
substances the body must have to 
produce protein essential for life. 
In the case of metlumine, Binkley 
believes it to be a “pace maker” in 
the synthesis or production of pro­ 
tein. Hence, the growth factor—and 
cancer is abnormal growth. 
He explained that in one-celled 
organisms, such as bacteria, the 
growth factor Is not regulated, but 


the same thing to influenza a virus. 
At California Institute of Technolo­ 
gy, similar destruction was wrought 
on bacteriophage viruses which at­ 
tack germs. Bacteriophage is not a 
human disease agent. This was re­ 
ported by Dr. Max Delbruck. 
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in mammals—such as man—growth 
is limited and does not go beyond 
a certain state if things are normal. 
“Malignancy (cancer),” he said, 
“may be described as a revision of 
mammalian tissue to the imicellular 
or baeterial-like type of uncontrolled 
growth. 
“It is believed that the amino acid 
methonine is the pace maker in pro­ 
tein synthesis and growth for tmi- 
cellular organisms as we^ as for 
mammals.” 
Mammals,' such as man, must get 
their methonine in their diet, where­ 
as most one-ceUed organbúns can 
produce it within the body. 
Thus, the importance of chemistry 
in cancer research was pointed up in 
Binkley’s paper.
